where it was interrupted at the hour 
of going to press yesterday afternoon 
the examination continued as follows: 


Dr. Bice stated that he had assisted

After a ten minutes' recess Mc- 


Dougal Etnmef, a. reporter on the 
Tiines-Demoerat, testifled concerning 
an interview with the defendant on 
the day of her commitment. During 
that interview the defendant con- 
fessed to the killing of the child and 
told the manner of doing its Witness 
at, the time appeared to he under a 
great mental strain and had to be 
asfced the questions put to her several 
times. 


"Doc" Apple, stepfather of the girl, 


testified that he knew nothing about 
the birth of the child. He was near 
horse all day but did not see Bessie. 


At this point the state rested. 


The jury was dismissed during the 


argument of a motion by Mr. Riden- 
our to have a verdict of not guilty re- 
turned. He argued in its support that 
it was Impossible to tell, as shown by 
the evidence of Dr. Weadock, whether 
or not the child was alive or dead. 
Again, that according to the testi- 
mony of the state's own witnesses, 
the defendant, at the time of making 
her statements, did not clearly know 
what she was saying. 


The motion was overruled and with 


the jury once more in their places, the 
defense offered several depositions, the 
iirat of which was that of Mrs. !Kellie 
Apple, mother of the prisoner, stated 
thtit she is 22 years of age. Health 
was poor during the tima she was in a 
delicate condition. Pain in back of 
head and swelling of her limbs and 
feet. Dr. Terwiiliger waited on her 
and sue received local treatment, suth 
as plasters and liniments. She suffered 
all summer, and toward the last grew 
worse. She wasn't home when she 
first complained of labor pains.

I didn't leave 
her long. I fecsd that she had killed 
iier child.

I took 
them away from her, bat she had 
them clasped so tightly I had to exert 
considerable strength. I told her 
what she had done, but she didn't 
reply.

Since tbe organisation of tJie govcru- 


ment Benjamin R. THIman is tbe c-nly 
senator of the United States wbo bas 
struck oue of his colleagues, Senutor 
John L. Jilel^iurlni in a session of tbe 
senate, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of tJie Kansas City Star. The 
committee on privileges :znd elections 
has searched the records and the Con- 
gressional library in vain for a prece- 
dent Several times the lie has passed, 
but nowhere in the history of the sen- 
ate did one senator ever strike another 
in the deliberations of that body. 


Of dramatic senate episodes, the one 


In ^vliich Benton and Footfi figured in 
1850 -was perhaps the most intense. It 
was the nearest approach to a tragedy 
iu the senate. Senator Foote of Mis- 
sissippi had in the most intemperate 
language attacked the 
motives of 


northern senators in their policy to- 
ward the south. Later a newspaper 
article appeared containing persoual 
references to Benton, which Bsntoa 
claimed Foote had supervisee! aud ap- 
proved. 
Benton rose to speak to a 


question of persona! privilege. 


In the midst of this debate Senator 


Foote interrupted^ the senator froia 
Missouri and for the time had tbe floor. 
While be TV.IS mailing some reference 
to Benton the latter walked excitedly 
toward him. The report of tbe affair is 
very explicit in stating that Senator 
Benton was unarmed. He made no 
sign of being about to make aa assault, 
but bis angry face alarmed the senator 
from Mississippi. Senator Foote start- 
ed to run away, and Senator Benton 
increased his speed. As Benton came 
after him Foote hurried along and 
drew a five chambered revolver as he 
ran. Benton -was in full chase. He did 
not see the -weapon, but was apparent- 
ly very- anxious to overtake Foote. 
Senator Dodge of Wisconsin reached 
Benton and begged him for God's sake 
to do nothing which would compromise 
him with the senate. Benton was final- 
ly persuaded to turn nml retrace his 
steps. He looked over his shoulder aud 
caught the first -sight of the senator 
from Mississippi \vith the revolver in 
his hand. This aroused bira to n frenzy 
of desperation. He broke away froai 
Docile and rushed back nt Foote. He 
'stopped within a few feet of him. 
Tearing open bis waistcoat and his 
oi-,;,.,- i;c-biircd «i£ l?rcs£t tx> tijs Missis- 
sippi senator, who was brutulishing the 
revolver as be turned when he saw 
that he could run no farther. Benton 
stood within ft few feet of him and, 
with his naked bosom as a target, dra- 
matically cried: "I am not armed. I 
bave no pistol. I disdain to carry Sre- 
arms.

Brooks was challeng- 
ed by BurHnjrame to a duel. It was ac- 
cepted, tbe due! to be fought with ri- 
fles ia Canada. Brooks, however, fail- 
ed to appear for tbe combat on the 
plwe that he would have "to pass 
through the enemy's country." He re- 
signed bis sent and w.£5 unanimously 
re-elected. The soutb generally upheld 
him and gave him presents or many 
costly canes and other testimonials. He

than a year after the assault on Sum- 
ncr.

: Dr. Albert P. Mathews, writing in 
the March Century of "Tbe Nature 
of Nerve Force," apropos of tbe ex- 
periments made by Dr. Jacques Loeb 
and himself, says in conclusion: 


It will probably be ashed what are 


likely to be the practical results of 
these conclusions? It is of course im- 
possible to predict what practical re- 
sults may follow in the future, but it 
appears to me probable that tbe im- 
mediate practical consequences will 
very likely occur in the following di^ 
reetions: 


First, the -physical explanation thus 


attained of otie of the phenomena o£ 
life -will, if, it proves true, bring us a 
step nearer the understanding of other 
life phenomena, tbe artificial' synthesis 
of living matter and the prolongation 
of life. There is apparently no inherent 
reason why a roan should die, except 
our ignorance of the conditions gov- 
erning the reaction s?oins on in his pro- 
toplasm. 


Second, it looks as if we had at last 


secured a rational basis of pharmacoir 
ogy. If the poisonous action of salts is 
due to tbe electrical charges their par- 
ticles bear and we are able to offset 
this action by particles with the oppo- 
site charge, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that tbe poisonous action of drugs 
is also so caused and may in the same 
manner be counteracted. The credit for 
this work should be given to Professor 
Loeb. 


Tin'rd, vre have at last secured, ap- 


parently, a basis for attaching tbe 
great problem of fermentation, for the 
peculiar fermentative or catalytic pow- 
ers of colloidal solutions ure probably 
in their essence electrical. A solution 
of the problem of fermentation proba- 
bly means a revolution in some of the 
great Industries of tho world, for it will 
enable us to build up our foodstuffs 
from the soil, the air and Hunlight, u 
power of controlling chemical phenom- 
ena the results of which ean at present 
hardly be conceived. In the absence of 
experimental data it its impossible to 
say definitely whether our results will 
ultimately illuminate the problem of 
fermentation or not, hut they at least 
suggest a. means of attacking this 
problem, and I think I cln not overstate 
tbe probable consequences of the solu- 
tion oE that problem.
